PRESIDENTIAL REPORT ON PROGRESS TOWARD GOALS FOR FISCAL 1998 

1. Achieve the fiscal goals of the Academy in the operating and capital sectors necessary to sound financial health 

of the institution. 

a. Achieve results as budgeted. (5%) Net revenues of $5,000 (excluding investment gains) through 2nd 

quarter against budgeted year end deficit of $182,000; with closing of North Pier budget 
assumptions have changed. 

b. Achieve annual operating contributions and grants of $1,893,000. (15%) Actual $1,559,000 vs 

budgeted $1,370,000. 

c. Move campaign gifts and pledges from $4.5 million to $10 million by end of fiscal 1998. (25%) 

Pledge total at $6.8 million, including Johnson Family Foundation Match in full, as of April 
27. As of this writing, 100% of the Johnson Family Foundation Match has been met , and 19 
of 26 trustees have responded to the special Trustee Challenge. The first year of a $50 
million, 5-year State funding initiative is moving through legislature; this will mean 
approximately $1-2 million for the Academy over five years period if the legislature complies 
in each of the following years. NSF proposal pending for Butterfly Haven. Campaign 
Committees are active. 

2. Complete new museum building, begin installation of exhibits, and assure coordinated, exciting opening. (15%) 

a. Working through COO to achieve beneficial occupancy by end of August, 1998. On track. 

b. Work with COO to determine final exhibit package for Board approval, complete exhibit design, engage 

fabricators, begin installation by September 30, 1998. Exhibit package approved at September 
meeting; exhibit design proceeding; release of fabrication contracts delayed pending $7.5 
million in pledges and finalization of second round of interim financing. 

c. Working with COO, produce integrated business and program development plan, including staffing, 

income-generating programs, and docent training, for Nature Museum. Integrated schedules in 
hand; draft operations budget for new museum presented at January meeting. 

3. Execute unified development and communications plan to build image, identity, and audience. (10%) 

a. Apply image, identity, and communications plan to achieve broad interest and involvement in the 

opening of the new museum. New logo now on letterhead, business cards, and publications; 
annual report distributed October; fundraising brochure achieving great use and attention . 
Continued high level of press coverage. 

b. Implement search for corporate program sponsorship and other elements of integrated development and 

communications plan. Continuing to meet with potential corporate sponsors; recent additions 
include several food companies and a chemical company. 

c. Hold at least three friend/fundraising activities per month including activities with the Auxiliary Board 

and the Advisory Council. Members' and Educators' Halloween Event, October 28; Animals Eat 
Auxiliary Board Event, Oct. 30; House of Blues Gospel Brunch, Nov. 16. Museum model on 
display at Chicago Cultural Center through much of the second quarter and at the main 
Library and at Border's on Michigan Avenue during much of the third quarter. The first 
two talks in the ICASL lecture series were delivered along with numerous site tours and 
lunches with the President, as well as three collections tours, and a special event at WGN 
with a new video on the Butterfly Haven. Special activities included programming at the 
Chicago Auto Show and extensive presence at the Chicago Flower and Garden Show. 
Planning exciting list of spring and summer membership and cultivational events. See 
schedule attached to the agenda for upcoming cultivation events. 

4. Expand reach of Academy's Outreach, On-Line and Research programs. (10%) 

a. Expand reach of outreach and teacher training programs and develop collaborations; integrate with 
programming for Nature Museum. Eco-Cit and Science on the Go fully subscribed with more 
schools purchasing the programs with their own funds than ever before; new Science on the Go 
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grant awarded to fund incorporation of math activities more extensively into the program. 
Academy programs now serve 164 Chicago Public Schools, more than a quarter of K-8 schools. 
Several additional private schools have signed contracts. Additionally over 1,100 teachers are 
being served with programs affecting over 25,000 students. New programming with Museums 
in the Parks and the Chicago Park District; YMCA; Girl Scouts; under discussion with EI 
Valor and Chicago Youth Centers. 

b. Develop collaborations for establishing Science Scene Programs and extending their reach; integrate 

with programming for Nature Museum. Northwestern University contributing more resources for 
TEENS; Science Scene Business Advisory Board underway. Science Scene continues in full 
operation in office space at North Pier ; summer camp activities being prepared; several 
donors interested in expanding the program. 

c. Extend advanced technology programs TEEE, DEED, and Science Power On-Line video programming 

into new sites and introduce into programming at the Nature Museum. CAOS.Club and 
Museums in the Classroom providing Web-cast video broadcasting for teacher training and 
classroom programming reaches 750 schools distributed in all 7 educational hubs and 55 
counties around Illinois; 15 new TEEE schools in training; Lake Michigan cd-rom, produced 
under a grant to the Academy, being duplicated by US-EPA Region V. Additional 
educational collaborations being explored. 

d. Explore development of resources for ICASL and other research programs, particularly 'Nature, Polis, 

and Ethics' sponsored jointly with the Hastings Center; explore options for programming in the 
Nature Museum including major scientific symposium for opening year. ICASL receives 
$100,000 for US Biotechnology survey to parallel European and Japanese surveys; NASA 
contract renewed; excellent international symposia with many new contacts, especially Russia and 
Togo, to celebrate 40th anniversary of Sputnik. Discussions continue with Frans de Waal 
regarding symposium on large brained mammals for inaugural year of new museum. ICASL 
report on science literacy about to be submitted to Congress; exciting spring lecture series in 
place; collaboration with Hastings Center, Chicago Wilderness, Chicago Center for Religion and 
Science continue; publication planned for Nature Polis and Ethics project in spring. Possible 
collaboration with Monsanto under discussion. Recognition of Chicago Peregrine Release, 
CAS, and director emeritus William Beecher by Chicago Audubon Society. Three pirs of 
peregrines on eggs in the Chicago area. 

e. Develop Chicago Wilderness and Chicago Millennium collaborations; explore options for programming 

in the Nature Museum. Grants to serve as web site manager for Chicago Wilderness; CW 
research grant to explore how to relate various ethnic groups to biodiversity and 
conservation topics with grants from Straughan Donnelley and US-EPA; Millennium 
celebration coincides with opening year of new museum; collaboration with OpenLands and 
Mobil Oil on education programs for Medewin National Prairie and I&M Canal; new grants 
support extension of CW messages into YMCA and Girl Scouts. 

5. Attract five new trustees who leaders in the business or philanthropic community. (10%) Two appointed at 
October Board meeting; one nominee presented at January meeting. 




RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES

RESOLVED, by the Board of Trustees (the "Board") of The Chicago Academy of 
Sciences (the "Academy"), as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Academy has determined, subject to the provisions of this resolution, to 
borrow funds through (i) the issuance of revenue bonds (the "Bonds") on behalf of the Academy 
by the Illinois Development Finance Authority (the "Authority") and (ii) an increase in the amount 
available under the line of credit (the "Line of Credit") provided by American National Bank and 
Trust Company of Chicago (the "Bank*') pursuant to the Loan and Security Agreement (Line of 
Credit) dated as of March 14, 1996 (the "Line of Credit Agreement), by and between the 
Academy and the Bank; and 

WHEREAS, the Bonds will be supported by a Letter of Credit (the "Letter of Credit) to 
be issued by the Bank pursuant to a reimbursement agreement and related security and other 
agreements (collectively, with the Line of Credit Agreement, the "Bank Documents") between the 
Academy and the Bank; and 

WHEREAS, in order for the Academy to obtain financing through the issuance of the 
Bonds and an increase in the Line of Credit, it will be necessary that the Academy enter into or 
approve the form of the Bank Documents and the various documents and agreements relating to 
the Bonds (collectively with the Bank Documents, the "Financing Documents") and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the Academy for the Executive Committee of this 
Board during intervals between meetings of the Board to (a) approve the general terms of the 
Bonds and the Line of Credit and (b) approve the form of the Financing Documents and any other 
related documents and to adopt any resolutions required in order to permit the prompt and 
orderly consummation of the transactions described herein; and 

WHEREAS, it appears to this Board that the execution and delivery of the Financing 
Documents by the respective parties therein named, the issuance and sale of Bonds, an increase in 
the amount available to the Academy under the Line of Credit and the consummation of the 
transactions contemplated by the Financing Documents and the taking of such other and further 
action and of the other matters above recited, are necessary and desirable and in the best interest 
of the Academy and the community at large; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHICAGO 
ACADEMY OF SCIENCES AS FOLLOWS: 

1 . The Executive Committee of this Board is authorized, empowered, and directed in 
the place and stead of this Board, to approve the general terms of the Bonds, to approve an 
increase in the Line of Credit, to adopt any resolutions required by the Financing Documents, to 



approve the form of the Financing Documents, and to approve the execution by the officers 
authorized herein of any and all instruments, and performance of each and every act and thing 
which may be necessary or required by the Financing Documents or as may be advisable in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee to effectuate the purposes and intentions of these 
resolutions. 

2. The Chairman or the Chief Operating Officer of the Academy are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed, for and in the name and on behalf of the Academy, to enter 
into, execute and deliver, under the corporate seal of the Academy, where appropriate, the 
Financing Documents, such Financing Documents to be substantially in the respective forms 
approved by the Executive Committee, with such changes therein as shall be approved by the 
officers of the Academy executing the same, such execution to constitute conclusive evidence of 
their approval and of this Board's approval of any departures therein from the respective forms 
thereof approved by the Executive Committee; it being understood, however, that without further 
approval from this Board, (i) the aggregate principal amount of the indebtedness to be incurred by 
the Academy pursuant to the Financing Documents relating to the Bonds and the Letter of Credit 
shall not exceed $7,000,000, (ii) the principal amount of the net increase in the Line of 
Credit shall not exceed $1,000,000, for a total maximum amount available under the Line of 
Credit of $2,800,000, (iii) the initial interest rate on the indebtedness to be incurred by the 
Academy pursuant to the Financing Documents relating to the Bonds shall not exceed 8 percent 
per annum, and (iv) the maturity of the Bonds shall be no longer than 35 years. 

3. William Blair & Company, L.L.C. shall serve as the Underwriter for the Bonds and 
as remarketing agent for any Bonds that may be subject to tender for purchase. The Executive 
Committee of this Board is authorized to approve the selection of the other financing participants 
including, but not limited to, the trustee and any tender agent for the Bonds. 

4. All actions of the trustees, officers, agents and employees of the Academy that are 
in conformity with the purposes and intent of these Resolutions, whether taken before or after the 
adoption hereof, be and the same are hereby ratified, confirmed and adopted, and the proper 
officers, agents and employees of the Academy are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
do all such acts and things and to execute, acknowledge and deliver all such documents as may in 
their discretion be deemed necessary or desirable to carry out and comply with the terms and 
provisions of these resolutions and the Financing Documents; and all of the acts and doings of the 
officers, agents and employees of the Academy that are in conformity with the intent and purposes 
of these resolutions, whether heretofore or hereafter taken or done, shall be and the same are 
hereby in all respects ratified, confirmed and approved. 

5. All previous resolutions of this Board that are inconsistent with these Resolutions 
be, and the same hereby are, repealed, revoked and rescinded to the extent of such inconsistency.

The following is a summary of our results for the nine months ended March 31, 1998.

Operations Museum Combined 

Total Revenues $ 3,793 4,301 8,094 

Total Expenses 3.545 398 3.943 

Net Revenues 248 3.903 4.151 

The above results for operations are gratifying. While $243 of the $248 positive balance is from 
unbudgeted investment gains, the remaining "virtual breakeven" compares favorably with a budgeted 
loss of $ 1 82 for the year as a whole. 

On the other hand, the capital campaign has not kept pace with the planned levels, and is at 73% of 
the budget for nine months. 

• OPERATING REVENUES 

Most significant operating revenues are at or better than the budgeted levels, and we are likely to 
continue most of that trend through the end of our fiscal year. Cash flows from operations are, 
therefore, better than planned. As a result, we have not used our line of credit nor incurred any 
interest expense to date. 

• EXPENSES 

The tabulation of expenses that follows shows how much each department has spent after nine 
months in relation to its total budget. Overall, we have spent 68% of our budget after 75% of the year 
(dollars are in thousands):

It is important to note that ICASL net revenues lag far behind the plan for the year and are not 
expected to recover the net shortfall. Education expenses are up slightly, reflecting commensurate 
unbudgeted additional revenues. Several departments are expected to keep some expense savings for 
the year, reflecting the closing of our North Pier facility. 

CASH FLOWS 

While our operations have been positive, as described above, our cash collections for the Campaign, 
while improving, are behind our needed schedule. We have been discussing additional bond 
financing for the Project with American National Bank and hope to have their commitment for credit 
enhancement in the new term.

, The honors were passed out on 
the 28th annual Earth Day, as 
museum officials topped out the 
steel structure of the Nature 
Museum, a $30 million building 
under construction on the north- 
west corner of Fullerton Parkway 
and Cannon Drive in Lincoln 
Park. 

The two teachers and guests 
autographed a steel beam that 
eventually will hang over the 
entrance of the museum, sched- 



uled to open next spring. 

The museum will house several 
interactive and environmental 
exhibits, including the North 
Pond wildlife refuge and a water 
lab. 

"We can't wait," said the teach- 
ers, who saw the museum as 
another opportunity for hands-on 
and interactive lessons for their 
students. 

Doyiakos, 35, and Gaberik, 60, 
were honored specifically for their 
creative approaches to teaching 
ecology and the environment. 

In one project, their students 
make leaf prints, build bird feed- 
ers or create their own artistic 
renditions of rain forests after 
studying plants and habitats on 
nature walks. 

They lead their classes on about 
three dozen field trips, taking 
their students to ponds, prairies 
and parks to study water, ani- 
mals, plants and other wildlife. 

"Environmental studies have 
come a long way," said Doyiakos, 
who has taught for eight years.
